JOURNAL OF THE CON FERENCE— Condensed. 

The thirty-second session of the Southwest Missouri Conference 
of the M. E. Church, South, convened in the M. E. Church, South, 
Jefferson City, Mo., Wednesday, September 17, 1902, at 9 a. m., 
Bishop Alpheus W. Wilson in the chair. The Bishop read Isaiah 
XLII, the conference joined in singing hymn 228, and the Bishop 
led in prayer.

A communication from the Warden and Chaplain of the Mis- 
souri State prison inviting the members of the Conference to visit 
that institution was received, read, and ordered spread on the 
Journal.

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REPORTS OF BOARDS AND COMMITTEES. 

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

• GENERAL BOARD. 

The last General Conference instructed the General Board of 
Education to establish in connection with the Biblical Depart- 
ment of Vanderbilt University, and under the direction of its 
Faculty, correspondence courses to be offered to all ministers 
or candidates for our ministry, under such regulations as may 
be approved by the Board and the Faculty. It directed 
that preacher’s institutes be established in various parts of 
the connection, to be organized in connection with the correspondence 
school, and to be carried on in co-operation with the General Board 
of Education and the Examining Committees of the annual Confer- 
ences adjacent to each institute. And it further adopted an advance 
iu the education assessment of $5,000, and authorized the Board of 
Education to expend as much of this sum as may be necessary to 
meet the expenses of the Correspondence school, and to aid in the 
organization of the Institutes proposed, and in securing attendance at 
said Institutes. The General Board and the Biblical Faculty of 
\ anderbilt University have taken steps to comply with these instruc- 
tions. 

V e, therefore, urge all our undergraduates to avail themselves 
of the courses offered, and we hereby instruct our Examining Com- 
mittees to accept any certificate issued by the secretary of the corre- 
spondence school as equivalent to passing examination before the 
committee. 

We also urge upon our graduate ministry the advantages of the 
post-graduate courses of the Correspondence school, and we hope that 
many of our ministers will avail themselves of the opportunities 
offered in this way. 

TV e also constitute the chairman and treasurer of our Conference 
Board of Education, and the Conference Secretary of Education, a 
committee to arrange for a ten day’s preacher’s Institute to be held 
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during the next summer at Nevada, the date aud instructors to be 
arranged for by the committee and the secretary of the Correspond- 
ence school. 

We also request the Conference educational secretary to forward 
to secretary of the Correspondence school as soon as possible after 
Conference, a complete list of the undergraduates with their post- 
office addresses and the amount of education each has received. 

We would state that all persons interested can secure full infor- 
mation concerning the Correspondence school by application to the 
Secretary, Rev. J. L. Cunninggim, Nashville, Tenn. 

We also point out the necessity of more funds for the Conference 
Board of Education than heretofore provided, in order to make the 
Institute work successful and profitable in all respects.

CENTRAL COLLEGE. 

The Board of Education has had before it the report of the Board 
of Curators of Central College, and submits the following report : 

The attendance during the past scholastic year fell off seventy, 
or from 271 to 201. Hence, the receipts from this source were 
83,103.65 less than the preceding year. 

It is to be deplored that the attendance at this our Central Col- 
lege is so small, when we consider that our state is the fifth in the 
Union, having a population of more than three millions, and that our 
church has more than one hundred thousand members, surely it is 
not too much to expect that the attendance should be at least 500. 

On the other hand, however, we rejoice to report that the finan- 
cial condition of the college has improved. 

At a special meeting of the Board held in St. Louis in October 
last, the sum of 857,500.00 was subscribed to the endowment fund. 
Of this sum 832,500 is payable on January 1st, 1905 ; the remaining 
825,000 has already been paid and is now a part of the permanent 
endowment. At the same meeting the curators of the college pledged 
about 84,800 a year for three years to the current expense fund, 
over and above promised permanent addition to the endowment. 

In addition to these sums the college, during the past year has 
come into possession of a farm valued at from 88,000 to 810,000. 
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It has also received a gift of 82,000 from Mr. E. G. Stone. Still 
the endowment is far from adequate. The expenses last year were 
84,000 more than the receipts. 

There is an urgent need that the church rally to the' support of 
this, our Central College, and put it upon a firm basis. It should 
have an income of at least 825,000 annually to do the work required 
of a college of the highest grade. Why should not Methodism in 
Missouri rise to the emergency and do* something noble for the cause 
of Christian education ? 

Central College at least demands and should have the prayers, 
earnest thought and consideration of all our preachers. 

We cannot too highly commend this noble institution to our 
people. Parents having sons and daughters to place in college will 
not find a better college within our commonwealth. As a Conference, 
we pledge the Board of Curators and Faculty our co-operation. 

Your Board recommend the election of Hon. L. V. Stephens and 
Mr. Percy Houston members of the Board of Curators to hold office 
for four years, and that A. R. Strother be elected to fill out the unex- 
pired term of the late L. R. Moore.

CENTRAL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We are pleased to learn of the continued success of this institu- 
tion. The enrollment for the year just closed being 152, eighty-seven 
of which being in the boarding department, the remaining sixty-five 
were day and special pupils. Out of this number there were five 
graduates in the literary department, and one of the school of music. 
The faculty is complete and ample to the needs of the institution, and 
the religious condition is favorable. 

It is grateful to know that through the efficient management of 
the President the work has been enlarged until now it complies with 
the demand of the general board. 

During the administration of Dr. Williams the material assets 
of the institution had been increased 830,000.00.. The attendance 
through the last few years has steadily increased until now the school 
is crowded to its utmost limits, thereby making it necessary to enlarge 
its buildings. The curators at their last meeting in June, realizing 




this pressing need took steps to meet it, and appointed President 
Williams as financial agent to secure the necessary funds. We 
unqualifiedly endorse this action of the board and pledge our hearty 
support, and extend to Brother Williams a cordial invitation to visit 
our several charges.

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE COMMITTEE. 



We recognize the Epworth League as an important factor in our 
church work in this Conference to-day. We are able to report that 



i 
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all the districts of the Conference are organized, and that the League 
work has among us a more definite place now than it ever had, 
though the number of chapters and members have not increased to 
any noticeable extent in the last year. 

In this report we desire to call the attention of all the pastors 
and League presidents to the ten cent assessment that is now levied 
on each member for the expenses of the central office; also to the 
special club rate now offered by the publishers of the Epworth Era, 
who offer the paper for seventy-five cents a year in clubs of five — this 
offer extending only until January 1, 1903. 

We desire also to call the attention of the pastors to the provision 
in the discipline for the organization of Junior Epworth Leagues. 
The Junior League offers the best and practically only opportunity to 
the pastor for the pastoral instruction of children. 

We also recommend that this Conference ratify the action of the 
Triennial State League Conference held at Pertle Springs last July, 
in adopting the following resolutions signed by W. T. McClure and 
C. H. Briggs. 

Whereas, The Triennial Conference has been such a decided 
success, and many hearts have been blessed, and we believe the 
Leagues in every part of the state will be helped by this meeting, and. 

Whereas, we believe s we ought to claim Missouri for our Christ, 
and organize our young people more thoroughly for that purpose. 
Therefore, be it, 

Resolved , 1. That we do here and now reorganize the Missouri 

State Epworth League Conference by electing a president, three vice- 
presidents, a secretary, a treasurer, a junior superintendent and an 
executive board. 

Resolved , 2. That we ask the three annual Conferences of 

Missouri to ratify our action, and that the organization be considered 
permanent after two of the annual Conferences shall have ratified the 
action.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE, 

Every good man sets his ideals high not only for himself but for 
society. The frequent futility of grappling with great evils, 
entrenched in the weakness of human nature, tends to the paralysis 
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of faith and endeavor. There is danger that spasmodic efforts at 
reform, like billows, will break on the rock of organized wickedness. 
A sullen hopelessness has killed the faith and chilled the ardor of 
many an earnest man. 

We have practically surrendered the outworks and taken up our 
position in the Tower of Resolution. We need not hope for a sharp 
conflict and speedy victory followed by ease aud security. The 
gravity of sin calls for a constant counteracting power. There is need 
of faith and patience as well as wise endeavor. Intemperence is 
intrenched in the passions of men, the greed of gain, and the lust for 
power. 

The drunkard is mastered by his passion, the brewer and prop- 
erty owner by their greed of gain, and the politician by his thirst for 
power. These various interests are wonderfully interlaced. And to 
solve the problem not only puzzles the wisdom but staggers the faith 
of Christian men. The church is not doing what it might for 
temperance. There is need for intelligent organization and tremen" 
dous earnestness in our work for the triumph of the right. 

There are two great principles to be observed in dealing with 
evil — that of displacement and that of repression. 

1. The principle of displacement is expressed by the scripture : 
“Overcome evil with good.” There should be a constant campaign 
of education among the young. There are armies of boys whose 
environment is of such a character as to lead them thro’ the open door 
of the saloon to broken and shattered lives. Salvation by prevention 
is better than salvation by reform. As the chief aim of wicked men 
is to capture and enslave the young, so it should be our chief aim to 
preserve them in liberty. We therefore commend temperance educa- 
tion in our public schools. The temperance lesson as prepared by the 
Sunday School Lesson Committee aud the disciplinary question as to 
the pastoral instruction of children” should be more extensively and 
earnestly improved for instructing children in the negative virtue of 
abstinence. W^e commend the New Century Knight movement 
inaugurated by Doctor Palmore, whose aim is to inspire enthusiasm 
against profanity, alcohol and tobacco as a negative preparation for a 
clean and positive life of usefulness. It is to be hoped that as the 
years go by a larger and larger per cent, of young men with New 
Century Knight principles will knock for admissiou at the door of 
our Annual Conferences. 
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2. Repression — Upon those church members who drink, or who 
sign licenses for saloons, or rent property for evil uses because of 
greed of gain, the kind, but strong hand of the church should be laid 
without relaxation or compromise. We recommend that preachers 
and laymen take more active interest in primaries and conventions 
for the nomination of good men for office. We recommend that our 
preachers and people heartily co-operate with civic leagues for the 
accomplishment of civic righteousness. 

The Anti-Saloon League, which is now becoming better organ- 
ized and more aggressive in Missouri, commends itself to us as the 
sanest and most hopeful method yet devised for dealing w T ith intem- 
perance. We would urge its financial support and encouragement by 
the Christians of our state. Our pulpits should be open to its repre- 
sentatives. It meets a felt want in its policy of agitation, legislation, 
and law enforcement. 

Lastly, while Christians are still citizens and cannot be indiffer- 
ent to party issues, especially in national campaigns, we would 
especially urge that our preachers and people place patriotism and 
civic righteousness above partisanship. Christian men rather than 
the saloon should hold the balance of power in our commonwealth. 
Let us vote for men rather than politicians. Our cities are the sores 
of our republic; their healing should be our aim. Christian men 
would run for office and our cities would be better governed if men 
and righteousness should become the ambition of the Christian voter, 
instead of victory and spoils.

MEMOIRS. 

Kelson A. Auld was born in Martinsville, 111., Dec. 21, 1844. 
When in his fourteenth year, in 1859, he professed religion and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, twelve years after which he 
transferred his church membership to the M. E. Church, South. 

The quarterly Conference of Martinsville Circuit, under the 
presidency of T. B. Harben, gave him license to preach July, 1873, 
soon after which he was received on trial as an itinerant preacher, by 
the Illinois Conference. 

He was ordained deacon by Bishop Doggett in 1875, and elder,, 
by Bishop Kavanaugh in 1877. 

Brother Auld’s fields of labor were Golconda, Montrose, La Prarie,. 
two years ; Eldara and Detroit, Mount Sterling, Rushville, two years, 
Martinsville, Altamont, Salem, Home, Clay City, Pana. 

The above were all in Illinois. 

In 1887 He was transferred to the Southwest Missouri Confer- 
ence and appointed to Longwood and High Point ; 1888, Lincoln 
two years ; 1890, Montrose ; 1891, Lone Jack, two years ; 1893, Apple- 
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ton City ; 1894, Red Oak ; 1895, Neosho Circuit; 1896, Jasper ; 1897, 
Johnstown ; 1898, Walker ; 1899, Lowry City, which he served two 
years and was continued for the third year, but two months after his 
appointment he was transferred by the great Shepherd and Bishop of 
souls and given a better appointment in the New Jerusalem above. 

This closing event of his life occurred at the parsonage, in Lowry 
City, Dec. 1, 1901. 

Our brother was twice married. First, to Miss Maria J. Weight- 
man, in Camden, 111., who died June 30, 1895. His second marriage 
was to Miss Addie Callahan, of Lowry City, Sept. 10, 1900. 

Brother Auld’s itinerant life spanned twenty- eight years, all of 
which were effective. 

He was a conscientious, devoted, faithful, zealous preacher and 
did much good, turning many from darkness to light and building 
believers up in the faith. 

He was specially gifted in prayers. In this part of worship he 
got very near to God and often lead his congregation into the very 
vestibule of heaven. 

Many will remember his prayers after his sermons are forgotten, 

W. S. Woodard. 

James Madison Proctor was born in Jessamine county, Ky., 
Jan. 8, 1823, and died at his home in Buffalo, Mo., Sept. 18, 1902. 

Between the above dates, which spanned seventy-nine years, eight 
months and ten days, was lived a noble life by which the world was 
made better. Yes, this world was enriched by that well nigh spotless 
life. 

In Graves county, Ky., at Mobley’s camp ground, he was con- 
verted, and joined the Methodist Church when he was seventeen years 
old. Two years later, in Hickman county John S. Williams gave 
him license to exhort. 

In the same county, and in the year following, in 1843, he 
received license to preach by the Quarterly Conference, of which 
Thos. Smith was President. Soon after this he came to Farmington, 
Mo., where for three years he exercised his gifts and graces as a local 
preacher. At the first session of the St. Louis Conference, held in 
in Boonville, Mo., in 1846, he entered the itinerant ranks. 

He was ordained deacon in 1848 in St. Louis by Bishop Andrew, 
and elder in 1850, at Independence by Bishop Bascom. On Oct. 9, 
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1850, he was most happily married to Miss Sallie Naomi Stateler, of 
Cape Girardeau county, Mo. 

Brother Proctor wrought on the following fields : Black River 

Circuit, Rich woods. Crooked Creek, New Madrid, Benton, Rich- 
woods, again, Osceola, Harrisonville, Versailles, Carthage, Neosho, 
Hillsboro, Perryville three years; Jackson, three years; Cape Girar- 
deau District, Caledonia, two years; Harrisonville, two years; Deep- 
water, two ; Montevallo, Harmony Grove, Neosho, Sarcoxie, Golden 
City, Osceola, Cross Timbers and Buffalo. 



This brings us to 1887, when his name was permanently placed 
on the roll of honor, where it has ever since remained. He had sus- 
tained the superannuated relation at different times for four years 
before this. 

Brother Proctor preached the gospel fifty-nine years. Three in 
the local ranks, thirty-seven as an effective itinerant, and nineteen in 
the retired ranks. 



The writer of this was closely and intimately associated with him 
in the work of the ministry for fiftv-two years, and here wishes to 
deliberately record the fact that in his judgment he never knew a better 
man. 



The Lord knows I love everybody, but I have a special affVction 
for Methodist preachers, and of all of them, I think I loved Brother 
Proctor better than any other one of them. 

He was a good preacher, a faithful, helpful pastor and a devoted, 
diligent worker in the vineyard of the Lord. 

He was universally beloved by those who knew him, and those 
who knew him best loved him most. 



“He was a good man, full of the Holy Ghost and many people 
were added to the Lord” by his life and ministry. 

Just three days before he died he wrote the following letter to 
his presiding elder : 

“Dear Brother : — I expected to be at Conference, but God 
has ordered otherwise. I am prostrated and submit cheerfully. For 
two weeks have been bedridden ; I write this proped up in bed ; words 
cannot describe how much I desire to greet my brethren in Annual 
Conference ; could I transmit, would send them the warmest pulsa- 
tions of my failing heart. May you have a pleasant and profitable 
session, and may all our preachers be pure in heart and life, and a 
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power for good in every sphere. There is before me a land ‘undi- 
vined by sorrow and unhurt by time.’ I hope to attain it. Hallelu- 
jah. , J. M. Proctor.” 

He has already reached that land and we expect to overtake him 
there. 

W. S. Woodard. 

Sarah J. Eastwood, whose maiden name was Ustick, was 
born in Dover, Lafayette county. Mo., Nov. 9, 1839. While attend- 
ing the Baptist Female College, in Lexington, Mo., in which she 
graduated, she was converted and joined the M. E. Church, South, 
under the ministry of Rev. J. E. Cobb. After she completed her 
college course she taught school till her marriage to W. T. Eastwood, 
which occurred Oct. 11, 1869. 

In 1881 her husband was licensed to preach and joined this Con- 
ference, and she, with him. 

For sixteen years there was not a more devoted itinerant arnono- 
* © 

us, during which she had many stars placed in her crown. 

She was not only au indefatigable worker in the Lord’s vineyard* 
but a capable, earnest, faithful leader in the van of the aggressive 
army. She was always an officer in the local Woman’s Missionary 
societies, where she lived, and also of the Conference society. 

Sister Eastwood ranked easily among the most intellectual and 
cultured women of the church. 

Then her native and acquired abilities were largely supplemented 
by divine grace, so that she was a “corner stone, polished after the 
similitude of a palace.” 

She was a frequent contributor to the press. For four years she 
edited the Woman’s column in the St. Louis Christian Advocate, at 
the request of Doctor McAnally, though the fact was not known by 
the public. 

For more than forty years she was almost continuously a teacher 
in the Sabbath school. 

She was the mother of five children, three of whom, with her 
husband, survive her. 

The earthly pilgrimage of our elect sister was terminated by
